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STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


The Holdridge Farm Nursery started years ago as a strawberry plant farm 
and we have continued to specialize in this crop even though our business has 
grown and we now sell nearly every type of nursery stock grown in this area. 


The sandy loamy soil of this area seems to be ideal for the production of 
the long, fibrous roots which make our plants so attractive. 


_ We were the first plant grower in New England to have large amounts of 
Virus-free strains of strawberry plants for sale. Now virus free strains of plants 
are recognized by everyone for the improvement they have made. 


This year we raised nearly all our plants on a new farm which we recently 
purchased and on which strawberry plants had never been grown, as far as we can 
find out. This field was all treated chemically to control root eating insects and 
this is a wonderful looking field of plants. 


WEED CONTROL — Holdridge Style 


Keeping the weeds under control in our four acre field of strawberry plants has 
been a problem to us as well as to nearly every other grower. Most chemical 
weed controls work on the basis of killing broad leaf weeds; or, like Crag, of 
preventing the sprouting of weed seeds. Our main problem has been grass, 
known locally as durfy grass or witch grass which spreads underground and was 
not controlled by either Crag or other chemicals. 


This year we purchased 20 geese and put them into our strawberry patch and 
the saving on labor was tremendous. The geese kept the field clean of grass and 
most kinds of weeds, although there were a few varieties of weeds which they re- 
fused to touch. 


If your bed is large enough, it may pay you to consider geese. 


COLD STORAGE BOX 


We have purchased a cold storage box for our strawberry plants. We dug 
and trimmed 40,000 plants in late November and placed them in our storage. We 
hope that our new facility will enable us to keep the plants that we dig daily in 
the spring in better condition for your purchases. 


WHO SHOULD RAISE STRAWBERRIES? 


Each spring we have many people ask us if we feel that they should raise 
strawberries. We feel that strawberries are probably the most satisfactory crop 
which a home gardener can raise. The average family should plant from 50 to 
200 plants each year and if these are well cared for, they will have all the berries 
they can eat and some to sell. 


Strawberries are a good crop for families to raise for an extra cash crop, 
especially if there is enough help available within the family to pick the berries. 


We cannot honestly recommend that anyone plant more than a couple thousand 
plants unless they have had previous experience in caring for, harvesting and 
selling their berries. 


STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


CHOOSING THE PLOT—Strawberries will do well on good, fertile, well 
drained ground, which is slightly acid. An application of Chlordane will kill any 
Jap beetle grubs which might be in the ground. 


FERTILIZING—Application of cow manure to the plot before planting is 
good. If commercial fertilizers are to be used, apply it around the plant (not 
closer than six inches) after they are planted. This can be repeated from two 
to four times during the growing season. 


WHEN TO PLANT—We recommend planting just as early as possible in 
the spring and before May 15 if possible. We do not like planting at any other 
time of the year. 

SETTING OUT PLANTS—The roots of the plants should be well spread 
and never bent. The plant should be at ground level with all roots covered and 
with the heart of the plant above the ground. Press the plant firmly into the 
ground. Wet roots before planting. Do NOT put fertilizer in the ground when 
planting. 

SPACING—Set plants from 12” to 18” apart in rows and with rows from 
three to four feet apart. 


CARE OF BEDS—Keep the ground hoed and the weeds under control. Pick 
the blossoms during the first season. On everbearing varieties, pick blossoms 
until about July 4th. 

WEED KILLERS—The use of Crag, to prevent weed growth in strawberries 
Was quite successful last year when it was used widely. This chemical prevents 
the germination of seed and will destroy weeds while roots are still very small. 
Weeds more than 1% inch tall will not be hurt nor will grasses. Two pounds 
of Crag per acre are required for one application. About three sprayings per 
year will suffice. Complete directions are on each package. 


SPRAYING—An increasing number of strawberry growers are spraying their 
growing beds to control spot disease. We do not feel that this is necessary 
for small growers but bad cases of leaf spot will mean lower yields the following 
year. The same type of copper spray (eg. Bordeaux) is used for strawberries 
as is used to combat blights on potato vines. 

Plant lice or aphids which spread the virus disease, can be controlled by the 
use of a Malathion spray. Commercial growers should check with their County 
Agent for best chemicals to use for their own particular equipment and conditions. 

MULCHING—We recommend mulching strawberry beds lightly during the 


winter with straw, marsh hay or weed free material. Rake the straw between the 
rows early in the spring.

Description of Strawberry Varieties 
All varieties except everbearers are now from Virus Free Strains 


HOW ARD—NO. 17 (Premier )—The earliest of our varieties—bears over a long 
season with large berries for the first picking and with berries growing smaller as 
the season progresses. A fair plantmaker—quality of berry fair to good. 
SPARKLE—Mid-season—The best variety for freezing as the red color goes 
through the berry. Large berry—good plantmaker—good yielder. 
CATSKILL—Mid-season to late—This is probably the largest of the berries which 
we have raised—the berry is glossy and very attractive. Good yielder and a fine 
plantmaker. 

ROBINSON—Mid-season—This variety has small plants but will give tremendous 
yields of large berries under proper conditions. Good commercial berry where 
plants are kept thinned and ground is very rich and moist. 


FAIRFAX—A good home berry. The sweetest of all varieties with real dark ber- 
ries. Fairly good yields. 


VERMILLION—Large glossy red berries—very attractive fruit—good plantmaker. 


EMPIRE—This is a newer variety which is a good plantmaker and gives good 
yields of very large berries—advertised by some growers as producing “plum” 
sized berries. Cold Storage plants only of this variety.

EVERBEARING STRAWBERRIES 


Strawberries of the everbearing varieties may be planted this spring and will 
start to bear fruit about the middle of July and will bear continually until cold 
weather arrives. 

Everbearing varieties of strawberries do not make very many new plants and 
we recommend that all runners be kept picked off so that all the strength will go 
into the fruit. It is also recommended that some type of mulch be placed around 
each plant so that the berries will be clean. 

Everbearing strawberries, planted this way, will not bear the great amounts 
of berries next June that the regular varieties do so we recommend that not more 
than one-third of your bed be of everbearing «varieties. 
SUPERFECTION—This is one of the standard varieties of everbearers and will 
give you a nice crop of good sized berries. 


20TH CENTURY—A new variety with us. We hope that it will yield better than 
the Superfection, but we do not know for sure at this time.

BLUEBERRIES — SPRING AND FALL 


Cultivated blueberries are hardy shrubs of rare beauty; they are doubly 
valuable because they are fruitful and ornamental throughout the entire year.

POINTS ON LANDSCAPING YOUR HOME 


1. Plan for year around beauty with evergreens to set off the house in 
winter as well as flowers for summer beauty. 


2. Work out a rough plan for your home, dividing your lot into three parts, 
as follows—A Public area, to be viewed from the street; a Service area, for 
clotheslines, utilities, vegetable garden, etc.; and a Private area, for picnics and 
relaxation. 


3. Foundation Planting—Your Foundation planting should be planned so 
as to provide a frame for your house. The shrubs should always be planted so 
as to emphasize the beauty of the house and never to obscure it. Always keep 
the mature height of the plants in mind. Use plants which blend well together 
and you may use groups of various shade or types of evergreens which appeal 
to you. Planting should soften the harsh corner lines of the building, give 
emphasis to the doorway, and make the house a part of the landscape. 


4. Shade trees should be planted with their mature size in mind. Plant 
in front to frame the house, not to hide it. 


_ _.5. Plant early blooming flowers and shrubs so that they may be seen from 
inside your house. Summer blooming shrubs are recommended for your picnic 
area. 


6. A free bulletin “Landscaping Your Home Grounds” by H. O. Perkins, 
may be obtained by writing the University of Connecticut, or from any Extension 
or Farm Bureau office in the state.
